COUNTY CONVENTION. 


EXTRACTS FROMTHE PUBLIC STATUTES OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. ‘They shall meet on the second 
Wednesday of each biennial session of the General Court or 
other day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and 
clerk, and may adjourn as they see cause. 

_ The County Convention shall appoint two auditors bienni 
ally, one each from the two leading political parties. 

The County Commissioners and Treasurer shall furnish the 
Auditors all the aid and information required by them in the 
performance of their duties. | 

The County Convention" shall, during each biennial session 
of the legislature,“grant county taxes for its county for two 
years: but the tax for each year shall be voted separately, 
and collected in the year for which it was voted. 

The Sheriff, the Jailer, the Physician, the Clerk of the 
Court, the Solicitor, the Treasurer, the County Commission- 
ers, and the Superintendent of the County Farm, of each 
county, shall make up their reports separately, to December | 
thirty-first annually, and;the same shall be printed together 
in pamphlet form, in the month of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions which concern 
the county, for the current year ending as aforesaid, and the 
report of the Superintendent of the County Farm shall con- 
tain, in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at 
the farm, a statement of the number of weeks each was so 
supported ; and of the average cost per week for each pauper, 
with an explanation of the basis upon which such calculation 
was made. 

The County Commissioners of each county shall publish 
attested copies of the proceedings of the County Convention, 
with the printed reports of the county officers for the year in 
which such proceedings occurred.

Agreeably to the Statutes of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Rockingham County Delegation met in Room No. 4, at 
the State House, Concord, N. H., Wednesday, January goth, 
at 2 o'clock P. M. 

Meeting called to order by A.S. Wetherell, of Exeter, 
chairman. 

A. S. Wetherell, of Exeter, was chosen chairman, and Ar- 
thur H. Wilcomb, of Chester, clerk of convention. 

Rufus N. Elwell, of Exeter, and Chauncey B. Hoyt, of 
Portsmouth, were chosen auditors for the ensuing two years. 

Estimates of the county expenses for the coming two years 
were called for, and remarks upon the subject were made by 
W» D. Cochran, commissioner. 

Voted, That a committee of five be appointed by the chair 
to consider and bring in the estimates for the county charges 
for the ensuing two years, and report at the adjourned meet- 
ing. The following committee was appointed: W. H. C. 
Follansby of Exeter, Arthur W. Dudley of Brentwood, Mc- 
Duffee of Candia, Clement of Plaistow, and J. N. Tilton of 
Raymond.

The Convention met at 2 o’clock, p. M., at the call of the 
chairman. 

The meeting was called to order by the chairman, A. S. 
Wetherell, of Exeter. 

The Commissioners, Cochran, Griffin and Garrett, and the 
County Physician, Dr. Mitchell, were called upon to explain 
the purpose of the meeting. They stated that the object of 
the meeting was to see if the convention would vote to raise 
an appropriate sum of money for the purpose of putting 
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in new boilers, and building a children’s dormitory at the 
County Farm. Estimates were submitted as follows: for 
boilers, $5000, for children’s dormitory $6000. 

On motion of Wilcomb, of Chester, voted to substitute the 
following vote for the recommendation adopted January 24th, 
1895, in relation to the funding of the $12,500. 

Voted, That the Commissioners be, and are hereby, author- 
ized to issue $12,500 of coupon bonds to raise mney to pay the 
floating indebtedness of the county authorized at a special 
meeting of the County Convention held at Exeter in May, 1894, 
for the new Court House at said Exeter; payable in ten years 
from the date of issue, with interest at the rate of 4 per cent. 
per annum, payable semi-annually, and payable at such place 
as the Commissioners shall determine. 

Upon motion of Dudley, of Brentwood, voted to adjourn, 
subject to the call of the chairman.

The convention met at 1.30 Pp. M., at the call of the chair- 
man. 

The following resolution was offered by Follansby, of Ex- 
eter: 

Resolved, That the sum of $5000 be apprapHated™ for 
the purpose of putting in new boilers at the County Farm 
buildings and necessary expenses attending the same, and 
$5000 for the purpose of erecting a building for a children’s © 
department. : 

Upon motion of Clement, of Plaistow, voted, to divide the 
resolution, taking up the part relating to boilers first. 
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Mr. Dudley, of Brentwood, offered an amendment substi- 
tuting $4500 for $5000. Amendment lost. 

Mr. Clark, of Derry, called for the yeas and nays on part 
first of the resolution. 18 voted yes and 12 voted no, and the 
first part of the resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Clarke, of Derry, that part 2 of the resolution, 
relating to the children’s building, be indefinitely postponed, 
motion carried, 17 voting yes and 16 voting no. 

On motion of Hartford, of Portsmouth, voted that the work 
of putting in the boilers be done by partjes in Rockingham 
County, when it can be done at the same cost. 

On motion of Miller, of Londonderry, voted that the Coun- 
ty Commissioners be instructed to advertise for bids on the 
boilers. 

On motion of Dudley, of Brentwood, voted to adjourn.

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Commissioners’ Report. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE COUNTY OF ROCKINGHAM: 


In accordance with the requirments of the Public Statutes, 
we herewith present you the reports of your Commis- 
sioners, together with the reports of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm and House of Correction, Physicians, Chaplain, 
Sheriff and Jailers, County Solicitor, Clerk of the Supreme 
Court and County Treasurer, for the financial year ending 
December 31, 1895. 

The County Farm has been under the continued charge of 
Mr. and Mrs. M. J. Dimond, of Danville, the Superintendent 
and Matron of the past two years. 

The failure of the County Legislative Convention during 
the last session of the Legislature to provide for the erection 
of anew and modern Alms House at the County Farm has 
rendered it necessary to make the best of the present House. 

In accordance with a vote of the aforesaid Convention we 
have caused a new Steam Heating Plant to be erected there, 
in place of the old one which was worn out and not of sufli- 
cient capacity for the work required. We now have a mod- 
ern system of Radiators and Piping, properly arranged and 
connected, and of sufficient capacity to heat the whole build- 
ing in a satisfactory manner. 

Steam is supplied to the system from two steel tubular 
boilers, each 17 feet long and 5 feet in diameter, so set, piped 
and connected that either or both may be used as circumstan- 
ces may require. 
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Affairs at the County Farm during the year have been 
much the same as in previous years. The number of inmates 
has been larger—especially is this apparent in the insane 
ward, where nearly all of the rooms have come to be occu- 
pied, and it would seem, if such measure is to continue, that 
additional room will soon have to be provided. 


Through the kind efforts of Mrs. Dr. Sweeney, Kingston, 
a library of some 400 volumes upon Classic Themes, Science, 
Travel, History, Philanthrophy and Biography, together with 
many choice Sunday School and Juvenile Books, has been 
procured and arranged at the Farm for the use of the inmates. 
We acknowledge the kindness of all who have contributed for 
the above; and also to those who have contributed from time 
to time other reading matter for the Institution we are grate- 
ful and hope they will still continue to contribute such read- 
ing matter as may seem suited to the Institution. 


The system of sewerage disposal now in use at the Farm 
has caused much complaint from parties living near the line 
of the brooks into which the water from the sewerage flows. 
We are endeavoring to remove all cause of complaint from 
this source. 


Of those officially connected with the Institution, the Chap- 
lain, Rev. J. W. Higgins, deserves mention for the interest he 
has manifested in the moral and spiritual welfare of all who 
have come under his ministrations. 


Also the County Physicians, Dr. Mitchell, of Epping, and 
Dr. Sweeney, of Kingston, who have been faithful in their 
professional services to the sick and suffering. 


For details concerning their labors we refer you to their 
report. 

A‘school has been maintained at the Farm for a considera- 
ble part of the year, which in point of efficiency will compare 
favorably with schools of the same grade outside of the Insti- 
tution. The teachers of which have been, for the first term 
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Miss Annie Watson, of Nottingham, and for the remaining 
terms, Miss Hattie Plummer, of Windham. 

We again desire to call attention of the Selectmen and 
Overseers of the Poor in the several towns of the County to 
Chapter 27, Section 11, and to Chapter 85, Sections 1, 2, 4, 
5, 11 and 14 of the Public Statutes, and inform you that no 
bills will be paid for more than thirty days’ support, previous 
to the proper affidavits being furnished us according to the re- 
quirements of these statutes. The evidence as to the settle- 
ment must show the name, age, place of former and present 
residence of the applicant since 1880, the amount of property 
owned by and taxed to them since January 1, 1880; whether 
married or single; if married, when and to whom; and if un- 
der thirty years of age, the names and place of residence of 
parents, the amount of property owned and taxed to either of 
them. If they have received any aid, where and by whom, 
_and where they have lived since 1880, and any other material 
facts bearing upon the matter. Proper blanks for all the 
above will be furnished you upon application to the County 
Commissioners. 

We urge upon the Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor 
throughout the County, the necessity of exercising great care 
and economy in the management of the county poor support- 
ed in the several towns, and to carefully investigate all new 
applications for aid, and be sure that all such are deserving 
and legally entitled to such aid, and in every case when aid s 
furnished, to be sure that each pauper gets a dollar’s worth of 
goods for every dollar paid. In short we desire you to do 
business for the County on business principles and with the 
same care and economy with which you do business for your 


several towns.

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Physicians’ Report. 


To THE BoARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY : 


Gentlemen :—We respectfully submit the following report 
of our department in the Institution of Charities and Correc- 
tion at Brentwood for the year ending December 31, 1895. 

The general health of the inmates, usually well, has been 
good, nevertheiess there has been, meee much misery 
and suffering among the chronic cases. 

In our ministrations to them we are glad to acknowledge 
the hearty co-operation and valuable assistance of the Super: 
intendent and Matron and their able corps of assistants. 

We feel quite sure that the pure Artesian well water now 
exclusively used was the chief reason why the diarrhoeas last 
summer were so light, easily controlled and without a fatality 
among quite a number of children. 

The food has been ample and good, the sanitary and hy- 
geinic conditions as good as can be obtained in the present 
main building. 

A great improvement has been made in the heating appara- 
tus. By the old system the heat could not be regulated in any 
room,no matter how urgent the case, and by reason of the ten- 
der condition of the pipes. After once started in the fall 
steam was on every day until stopped for good in the spring. 
Thus some days there was too much heat, some too little or 
none. If anything gave out it became necessary to take the 
steam off the whole plant to repair it,—in mid-winter a seri- 
ous matter. Now there are two modern boilers to be used al- 
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ternately, either of which is ample, new piping and radiators 
in which the steam can be regulated in every room in the 
Almshouse. The whole system is divided into four sections, 
in any three of which steam may be kept circulating while 
off in the other, if necessary. 

While all this is right, because it will make so much more 
comfortable and safe this large class of unfortunates Provi- 
dence has committed to our care, we regret that money must 
be continually expended on a building that is now inadequate 
and never was suitable for its intended purpose. 

A new system for disposal of the sewage is at present be- 
ing constructed. We understand the builders agree to render 
the water 85 per cent. pure before it enters the brook or no 
pay. If successful this will be of advantage to the institution 
and agreeable to those living along the stream. 

The thanks of all are due Mrs. H. L. Sweeney, of Kings- 
ton, who has collected and arranged a library of over 400 vol- 
umes at the Farm. It is impossible to estimate the pleasure 
and advantage it aflords the inmates. ‘Those having suitable 
books, magazines or papers, and so inclined, are invited to 
help the good work by sending the same to the Farm directly 
or to anyone therewith connected. 

The act that deprived the commissioners of the option to 
keep children between the ages of three and fifteen years at 
the County Institutions, while well intended and, were it not 
for the pain of severing family ties, theoretically beautiful, 
seems now a failure, as at firsta mistake. It reflects upon the 
humanity and ability of the Board, makes paupers of children 
who would be cared for by their friends under the old option, 
keep many if not most dependent children in worse company 
and conditions and uselessly complicate the duties and cares 
of the Commissioners. The number of deaths, thirteen, has 
been unusually small, not one among the children, or from an 
acute disease.

Dear Sir :—During the past six months I have been physi- 
cian to the jail in this city, and have the honor to report that 
during that time the general health of the inmates has been 
fairly good. I would respectfully call your attention to the 
condition of the cement floor in the upper and lower cell de- 
partments. The floors were badly put down, and are now 
an a crumbling state, which causes much fine debris to be in 
the atmosphere of the cells, and makes it difficult to keep the 
‘floors clean, all to the detriment of the health of the prisoners. 
‘These floors should be relaid in Portland cement and fine 
sand. In the construction of the jail no infirmary was pro- 
vided, and there is no place of safety to which a very sick 
prisoner could be removed. I would recommend that the 
third floor, over the women’s cells, be properly fitted as an in- 
firmary and a stairway cut through the third-story . floor in the 
corridor in front of the women’s cells.

The recent statute giving Police Courts jurisdiction in liq- 
uor cases brought a large number of prosecutions before the 
October term of the Supreme Court by appeal from Police 
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Courts. Most of these appeals were being looked after by 
the state Law and Order League, and previous to the term we 
notified the League to be ready with the evidence in these 
cases so that they could be brought to trial at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. The attorney for the League was present at 
the beginning of the term and had the evidence in the large 
number of cases in readiness, but upon examining the appeal 
papers it was found that ina large number of the most im- 
portant prosecutions it was impossible to proceed to trial be- 
cause of defects in the original complaints upon which the 
prosecutions rested. Owing to these defects there was not 
only a miscarriage of justice but a large expense thrown upon 
complainants who were in no way responsible for the draw- 
ing of the complaints. 

In view of this experience we are convinced that the previ- 
ous practice of presenting evidence of violations of our crimi- 
nal legislation to grand juries and having indictments drawn 
by the state’s attorney, which has so well met the require- 
ments of justice for the past century, is not only for the pub- 
lic interest, but is a large saving of expense. It could be said 
that these defects might be remedied by entering a nol pros. 
in each case of a defective complaint, and proceeding by in- 
formation, but this method would not secure to complainants 
the costs of the original prosecutions, and as a general method 
of procedure in criminal cases the practice has been univer- 
sally conceded to be so contrary to the spirit of our institutions 
that it has never been resorted to except in extreme cases. 

The idea of avoiding the grand jury because it often fails to 
find an indictment in cases where one should be found we be- 
lieve to furnish no practical relief, for any observer of the 
conduct and result of criminal trials, in this county at least, 
for the past dozen years, must be convinced that it is morally 
certain that the state cannot secure convictions before petit 
juries in cases where grand juries would not be likely to re- 
port a bill. Ifthe theory of a grand jury is wrong the theory 
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of a petit jury is likewise wrong, and no een 
seeks to abolish the one in any class of. cases can ¢ 
form without abolishing the other. )
